\ Mr. Olmstead of Carpenteria has fin- 
ished picking his crop of almonds. He 
will have from his orchard this season 
over five tons of the Lunguedoc or soft- 
shell almonds. Mr. Olmstead’s orchard 
is only four years old, and, of course, 1s 
not yet in full bearing. His trees bore a 
few nuts when two yearsold, The third 
year the average yield tothe tree was 
about five pounds. ‘T'wo rows in the or- 
chard, covering ground equivalent to 
two acres, that received great care in 
planting and special culture, roduced 
2,600 pounds of dried almonds. This 
yield, at the wholesale San Francisco 
market price for the soft-shell almond, 
mill give Mr. Olmstead about $230 per 
acre, after paying all expenses of the 
year’s cylture, gathering, sacking, and 
marketing. Mr. Olmstead keeps the 
ground clear, cultivating nothing between 
the trees, nor allowing weeds to grow up 
to rob them. The trees should be at 
least twenty feet apart each way.
